outset. It is, however, of relatively small 
importance from the standpoint of main 
strategy of the War, whether Port Arthur 
stands or fall». 
But so long as it, holds 
•jut and the fleet is harbored there it will 
constitute a potential menace which will 
restrict and hamper Japanese operations, 
and Russians are. determined to defend 
Port Arthur as heroically as they did 
Sebastopol. 
Resides the garrison there 
will be a division of Cossacks with moun­ 
tain batteries mi the peninsula to oppose 
the landings and harass Ihe enemy if they 
succeed in investing the city. 


Cossacks, mounted infantry and light 
- guns have crossed the Yalu rivfcr and will 
serve to harass the enemy in every possi­ 
ble way as well as to hold him in check 
tinlii the Russian main armies and re 
serves are concentrated 
and 
disposed. 
Sharp lighting may occur between ad­ 
vance parties, but nothing of a decisive 
character is anticipated.

Russian plans do not contemplate tak­ 
ing any chances on the score of inferior 
numbers. 
B y sheer weight of men and 
guns, if nothing else, when' the proper 
time arrives Russia counts pno yerwhelm- 
ing the Japanese and roiling thorn back 
through Corea. 
The Hussions admit the 
tine marksmanship of the Japanese and 
their marvellous ability in determining 
ranges, yet they do not believe the Jap­ 
anese can face successfully the legions of 
the czar. On the sea the maritime lif^ of 
the Japanese gives them a natural advan­ 
tage, but on the land, where belong all 
the. traditions of the Russian army, the 
men, of the empire have perfect faith born 
of their numerous experiences with pagan 
tribes, and the fatalism Inherent In the 
Russian 
character. 
They 
believe 
that 
Asiatics cannot meet Europeans In battle 
array; that a yellow race cannot- trlmuph 
over a white, or heathens over Chris 
thins. 


BRITISH VIEW. 


Loudon, March 5.—The foreign office ft.1' 
gards the week just ended as one in which 
much lias been done to guarantee the con­ 
tinued peace of Europe.

Press Is authorized to say that rumors 
that France, Great Britain or any other 
power Is contem plating intervention or 
. taking of any steps with the idea of end­ 
ing the war arc quite baseless. 


In Downing street It Is thought Japan 
would alm ost 'regard any attem pt at in- 
. terventloii as an unfriendly act. Concern­ 
ing the attitude of Russia toward Great 
Britain, it was said at the foreign office 
to night that Hie government here has re­ 
ceived direct und 
Indirect information 
which has proved conclusively that the 
Russian governm ent is sincere In its de­ 
sire lo maintain friendly relations with 
Great Britain. 


The only diplomatic danger believed by 
the foreign office to bq in sight is'fthe pos­ 
sible continental protest against the Jap- 
anese-Corean treaty. 
Great Britain has 
been unofficially approached by one of the 
great powers with the view of sustaining 
Russia’s protest in 
tills connection 
of 
point of International law. 
Lansdowne, 
however, will take no action and It Is 
thought likely other nations wilt deem 
it wise to com plicate the situation by 
seriously urging ,the Russian contention 
that Japan’s new treaty with Corea abro­ 
gates the rights of other powers.

The statem ent that we have a 
common Interest with Great Britain and 
J"apan as. to Manchuria I can't let go 
without a statem ent. W e are not against 
Japan, nor m ust it be said that all our 
Interests are with hetr and against Rus­ 
sia and other continental European pow 
ers.” 
H e said that If Japan would be 
successful In her present war the United 
States w'ould n d ‘herself in more danger 
in cbmmertiul m atters from that ambi­ 
tious power than any other. 
He (Hale) 
considered the oriental trado as of com­ 
paratively of littlo importance. If wo had 
uut been involved with 
tho predatory 
nations in invading Cliinua even thtj Chi 
nese boxers would have protected our in­ 
terests in China, 
H e was not in favor 
of any policy that involved us in ex 
ponue, in tho onourbous wickedness of 
thes war so far aw ay from our shores, 
Resum ing his speech Depew denied that 
the H ay nolo had been Inspired by Ger­ 
many, as intim ated by Patterson. Depew 
said Nelson had openly expressed his par­ 
tiality for Japan, while .Hale alm ost as 
plainly had indicated his leanings toward 
Russia* 
As for Pa,tterson. ho had mani­ 
fested Ihe usual Democratic tendency to­ 
ward expediency by standing ready to 
lake advantage of tho situation, Which 
ever sido m ight win. 
H e agreed with 
Hale as to the wisdom of Mr. H ale’s attl 
lude, "bul,” ho said, "the fact remains 
that every man, woman and child in t^e 
United States is lined up on one side or 
the other as they are whenever’there 
^lglit." 
H e added that the president’s 
proclamation announces our official atti­ 
tude, but said behind that we can say 
what Wo please as Individuals. 


After speeches by Gorman, Cannaok 
and Bacon, Nelson took the floor, to reply 
to Halo, He said that ho had not intend­ 
ed to imply that the United States should 
take any other than a neutral position in 
tho oriental war, for he hold no such po­ 
sition.
